Spring awareness 


Common sense tells us not to 
tread on thin ice, but if you do 
fall through, these steps can 
help you escape from a serious 
situation. 

First, don’t panic. Call for 
help. Reach forward onto the 
ice with both hands and kick 

our feet to bring your body 
evel with the ice surface. A 
wet glove or mit will freeze to 
the ice and give you something 
to pull on. Crawl forward on 
your stomach until you are out 
of the water. Roll away from 
the hole in the direction of 
shore until you are sure it is 
safe to stand. 

If you see someone fall 
through the ice, send for help, 
if possible. When attempting a 
rescue, remember the ice is 
broken and weak where the 
victim fell through. Lie flat to 
distribute your weight and 
crawl toward the victim. Stay 
as far away from the hole as 
possible by extending your 
reach with a scarf, rope, 
branch, hockey stick or coat. 
Use the reaching aid to pull the 

erson out of the water. Get 

im warm and to a doctor as 
quickly as possible.

Snow is a factor in 


The first winter snowfall 
generally acts‘ as a signal to 
get out the winter arsenal - 
snowsuits, boots, snow tires, 
snow blowers, etc. Most people 
know to protect themselves 
from the snow and cold, but 
what we don’t know is that the 
eyes need eget pi as well.

Ultraviolet radiation is the 
same part of the sun’s light 
responsible for sunburn and 
suntan. It-is also emitted in 
very small amounts from 
indoor sources such as floures- 
cent lights, computer terminal 
screens and, from some medi- 
cal*and dental equipment. Its 
effects on the skin are well 
known, and a variety of lotions 
and ointments are available to

It is often impossible for the 
abused woman to make a 
phone call to the police in the 
midst of an attack, In urban 
centres it is frequently an 
upset or concerned neighbor 
wi notifies the authorities. 
This does not happen in 
isolated rural settings where 
there is no one around to hear 

A victim who informs the 
police at a later date may 
discover they will not charge 
the abusing partner. When this 
happens the police ought to 
advise the woman she may 
take.the necessary legal action 
on her own to have charges 
laid. 

A victim may lay a charge 
herself for any serious assault 
that has ever occured. There is 


“a six-month limitation: period 


for what is known as a 
summary (or minor) offence. 
Unless there are some very 
compelling reasons for a long 
delay, regardless of the severi- 
ty of the assault, the longer the 
victim waits the less likely are 
the chances of going to trial or 
obtaining a conviction. 

To lay a charge, the victim 
must appear before a Justice 
of the Peace. She must swear 
an oath that/she has ‘‘reason- 
able and prébable grounds to 
believe a criminal offence has 
been committed" and she must 
recount all of the details 
surrounding the particular 
assault.

When 
is a long history of family 
violence it may be helpful to let 
the Justice of the Peace know 
she is a ‘‘battered -woman’’, 
but the focus of the complaint 
must remain the particular 
assault and its specific 
circumstances. 

If the Justice of the Peace 
agrees upon looking at the 
evidence she has_reasonable 
grounds to commence a court 
action, he will issue a 
‘‘summons’ to order the 
accused partner to appear in 
court. The summons will be 
given to the polic or to the 
sheriff to serve on the accused. 
(lf the woman has continuing 
grounds to fear her partner, it 
is best she does not continue to 


_ live with him after this point. 


The summons is. a written 
notice that tells the batterin 
man he is being charged an 
must appear in court on a 
certain date to answer to the 
charges. If it is a dangerous 
situation or if the accused tries 
to avoid being served with the 
summons, the Justice of the 
Peace may choose to issue a 
warrant for his arrest instead 
of a summons. 

Failure to appear on the 
specified date can lead to 
further charges.

Who supports it? The school is funded by donations from 
individual Lions clubs and interest from the school’s endowment 
fund, those sources gtr upas.s hd cent of Leader Dog's 1987 
budget of $2.7 million (U.S.) The tirling Lions Club makes an 
annual donation to Leader Dogs. 

How much does it cost? There is no cost to the blind person, 
other than the transportation to and from Rochester, Michigan, 
and, in many cases, the Lions club of the blind person’s area will 
pick up the transportation costs. 

Who qualifies? Any blind person, aged 16 or over, in good 
health, emotionally stable, of good moral character, and 
physically able to walk at a brisk pace. 

Who benifits? Obviously, the blind person becomes more 
self-reliant, more active, more mobile; and more successful. 

Any: local recipients? Yés. A blind person in Cobourg a few 
months ago received her second leader dog, and, more recently, 
a gentleman in Campbellford was matched with a dog. Since 
1983: leader dogs have graduated 123 blind persons with dogs in

How can a blind:person get a dog? Contact:a member of your 
local Lions club, who will submit an application to Leader Dog on 
the blind person's behalf.

“acting up’. It could pay 
enormous dividends, wit 
reported cases of catalytic 
converters being damaged 
through neglect of other 
components. 

Part of the car’s exhaust 
system, the converter, turns 
carbon monoxide and hydro- 
carbons into harmless carbon 
dioxide and water, thereby 
reducing harmful emissions. 

Too many unburned hydro- 
carbons, as might occur in the 
exhaust of a car that heeds a 
tune-up, would cause the 


catalytic converter to become ° 


hot. When there’s excessive 
heat inside the converter, it 
may become red hot and 
destroy itself. 


é Cause of problem 


What causes excess burned 

as? A classic case is thé 

river who ignores the fact 
that his car is running rough 
and spewing black smoke from 
the exhaust. 

He may realize his automa- 
tic choke needs servicing, but 
delays getting the work done. 
Soon his spark plugs are 
fouled. The engine is misfiring, 
and the condition is feeding on 
itself. 

The worst is yet to come. 
Once the catalytic converter is 
destroyed, excessive back 
premre in the exhaust system

The repair bill, instead of a 
possible $75.00 for a tune-up, 
now could“ be $800.00 for a 
tune-up, valve job and a new 
catalytic converter (which 
should have lasted for tens of 
thousands of miles longer). 

Don't ignore your car's plea 


for help, and do not use leaded - 


fuel in a car designed for 
unleaded fuel only. That, too, 
ean destroy a catalytic 
converter.

The, goal of the test was to 
determine how drivers might 
respond to various types of 
instrumentation being consid- 
ered for cars of the future. The 
first’ step: To find out how 
much people know about the 
workings of their cars. 

It was learned that most of 
the people in the test group did 
not Know much about their 
cars’ mechanical functions. 
Most of them could not correct- 
ly answer questions about the 
operating temperature of their 
cars’ engines, nor tell how 
much anti-freeze/coolant their 
radiators held. 

Although 10 people 
attempted to answer the trick 
questions, most realized these 
were “put-ons’’ by the time 


they reached the third.

of refrigeration. 

Mrs. Guadet found her two 
week stay very rewarding. She 
described the people she met 
as “beautiful and friendly” 
who “absolutely love’ to m 
the EMAS visitors.

2ople in North America could 
rave a “comparison of living” 
that such a visit offers then we 


would havd a much more 
‘content world.” . 
The Jamaicans were 


tremendously happy people 
and very happy to be alive, she 
said. 

She mentioned one neigh- 
bourhood lady who began sing- 
ing hymns and soon had “four 
or five’ other neighbours join- 
ing in. 

She stayed at the Oceanview 
Bible Camp with a group that 
included students, parents and 
entire families. When they 
arrive things just ‘sort of fall 
into place” as they start work 
immediately, she said 

They are split into groups 
and circulate to ten or twelve 
different towns. Most days 
they would begin at 7:30 am

On 
the other hand, they are not for 
people out to change the world.

Sometimes Jamaicans are 
given the wrong impression of 
the materials of our society, 
she said. 

They have much more than
